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1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this application 
after appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but prior to a decision on the 
appeal.

2. Claims 39-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which appUcant regards as 
the invention. 

Within claims 39-42, the amended language, "said isocyanurate trimer reaction product" 
and "said biuret trimer reaction product", lacks antecedence. 

Within claims 44 and 45, the language, "said biuret function containing compound" lacks 
antecedence. 

Within claims 44 and 45, the specification of the ratio of true dimer units to isocyanate 
functions as a percent value renders the claims indefinite, because it is unclear how to correlate 
the percent value to the ratio. It is unclear if appUcants' 30% value represents 30 parts true 
dimer to 70 parts isocyanate functions [{(30/(30+70))*100} representing a true percent 
calculation] or 30 parts true dimer to 100 parts isocyanate functions [{30: 100} representing a 
ratio]. 

Within claim 44, the language, "the ratio of true dimer/isocyanate functions ratio", 
renders the claim indefinite, due to the two occurrences of "ratio". 
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3. Claims 39-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to conq)ly with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the appUcation was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Adequate support has not been provided for the amendments pertaining to "a 
biuretization catalyst". Specifically, applicants have not established a nexus between the 
disclosed (cyclo)trimerization or (cyclo)condensation catalysts and the claimed biuretization 
catalysts. 

4. Claims 44-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the appUcation was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

Despite apphcants' remarks, the position is taken that the ratio of true dimer 
units/isocyanate functions, as claimed, does not correlate to the disclosure within the 
specification at page 20. The claims are specifying a ratio of dimer units to isocyanate functions, 
whereas the specification is disclosing a content of dimer units within the isocyanate functions. 
Furthermore, in view of apphcants' arguments, the disclosure within the specification does not 
appear to correlate to the disclosure within the PCT appUcation. AdditionaUy, for the reasons set 
forth in paragraph 2, above, it cannot be determined how to interpret the percent value as it 
pertains to the ratio.
